The old law of supply and demand would go to . work 
once more and as the supply became more plentiful the 
demand would slacken off in proportion with prices fall- 
ing correspondingly.

WHAT ABOUT THE COST OF LIVING 


As a mere Editor of a country weekly paper we are at 
this time going to place our neck on the proverbial chop- 
ping block, and surely someone with a sharp axe will 
place it on our neck. That matters little though, for what 
we are about to say we will say and let the chips fall 
where they may. The cost of living question has risen to 
a point where in the last week many a how! and protest 
has been set up over the increase in the cost of meat and 
pork products especially. This was the straw that broke 
the camels back, in a way. This is the final burst of ris- 
ing prices which has brought the latest and the loudest 
complaints, 

Now let us analize the situation as it really is, before 
the blame for all the recent hull-a-bloo is placed on the 
shoulders of the wrong people. If the blame has to be 
placed at all it should be laid directly on every man, 
woman and child in Canada, That is for Canadian made 
or grown goods only. We in Canada have little control 
over the price of imported articles or goods, but for the 
present we will content ourselves with Canadian grown 
or made goods, Back in 1939 prices and wages were ail- 
most on par. That is, wages received were almost in line 
with prices that had to be paid. Since that time we have 
come through victorious from a war that was bitterly 
fought. During the war, especially the latter part from 
1942 on, prices were given a set value by our government 
and wages were frozen at a certain level. All the time that 
this was going on we became accustomed to freer and 
easier money. In other.words, we all had money for 
which we could not purchase goods because they were 
not being produced, Since that time production has 
reached an all time high in many lines of articles and are 
now procurable. The easy money is still available and 
starts to buy the small amount of goods that are placed 
‘on the market. This is shown in example by the recent 
prices of goods sold at auction sales. People found the 
first and second shipment of consumer goods did not last 
but were bought up as soon as they reached the dealers 
shelves. Then there were shortages again. 

The law of supply and demand taking effect at this 
time boosts the prices up again. Everyone feels a slight 
pinch on their pocket-book and starts a round of seeking 
higher wages. Once these wage increases. are affected by 
one group it makes their product more expensive for an- 
other group to:buy, They in turn seek wage . increases, 
making the products they manufacture sell for a higher 
price bringing a pocket-book pinch to some other class 


of people. This starts the ball rolling and where it stops | 


is the direct road to inflation’ = 

One might say that this reasoning is unsound, If a 
ceiling were placed on prices all this would stop at once. 
But would it? How you can have ceiling prices on goods 
without a ceiling on wages is beyond all realization. Take 
for example the price of butter, If a ceiling price of say 
50¢ was imposed on the price of butter, the immediate 
action would be to reduce the price of butterfat. The 
dairy farmer would in turn feel the effect almost immed- 
iately. If he felt that producing milk and cream, of which 
butterfat is a product, did not pay: him for his chores, he 
then would not bother with his labors anymore, hence

The Geneva trade agreements went 
into effect on New Years day. Chan- 
nels of trade are’ not ‘established 
quickly nor @o they change easily. 
For this reason Observers expect the 
most favorable effect of the agree- 
ments to show itself in the -latter 
half of the year. As goon as the 
agreements are ratified by nations 
making up 856% of the foreign: trade 
of all the negotiating countries the 
‘International Trading Organization’ 
will be set up as a separate body, 

Canada obtained some major ad- 
justments in tariffs and quota - res- 
trictions currently in effect in the 
United States and certain European 
countries, particularly for her agri- 
cultural goods, but also in a worth- 
while measure for manufactured 
products, These concessions will 
have a favourable effect in expand- 
ing our exports in general and to the 
United States in particular. 

Another related development will 
be the’ first Canadian International 
Trade Fair, to be held under Govern- 
ment sponsorship in Toronto from 
May 31 to June 12, 1948. Almost half 
the exhibitors wil be from coun- 
tries other than Canada, and indivi- 
dual invitations have been extended

‘Canada’s progress 


Perhaps a third item in many 
minds here as they look forward to 
1948 is the benefit that will be 
brought to Canada by people from 
other parts of the world, 

In 1047 36,500 people from the 
British Isles settled in Canada, In 
addition 9,000 displaced persons and 
refugees were brought here, This re- 
sult was obtained in spite of serious 
shipping shortages and it is expected 
that 1048 will show a great increase 
in the immigration of selected people 

About 1/5 of those coming from 
Britain arrived by air under a plan 
promoted by the Ontario government 
18,000 more displaced persons are ex- 


. pected in 1948, as well as 50,000 from 


the British Isles, and a considerable 
number from Norway, Sweden, Hol- 
land and Denmark. If the experiences 
of 1947 are repeated these immi- 
grants will be happy and beneficial 
additions to our culture and industry,

Some people would advocate the reimposition of sub- 
sidies for some products, such as butter for example, and 
while this will lower the price to the consumer directly, 
it WILL NOT lower the price of butter. 

If some people who wish subsidies to be reimposed 


: while a meter change was being made 


would only realize that they will pay for the price in- 
creases ‘indirectly, only more so, they might not be so 
hasty in their display of temper. Once a subsidy is placed 
on any given article it will take a huge staff of people to 
look after that one subsidy. If this will tend to lower the 
price think how long you would work for no wages, and 
you can imagine how the price of any article will decline 
through the use of subsidies. 

Much eriticism has been voiced regarding price de- 
control, but if all of us have patience it will work itself 
out to its own end. The universal law of supply and de- 
mand is Working at present, Not so long ago, it will be 
recalled that tires took a 15% drop in price. Radios are 
another example. Some radios have decreased in price 
10 to 15%. Why? Because they were not selling. In other 
-words the demand was less than the supply. The same 
will happen to all other commodities: It has happened 
in the past and will happen again. If each of us would 
use a little less butter on our toast and get along with as 
much as we were accustomed to under rationing, we 
‘would find that the price would drop. As long as your 
googs or services demand a premium, as they do today, 
that premium will be paid. Today we feel that premium 
only we call it a different name, ‘‘The cost of living.’’

THE JOB FOR US 
By Joesph Lister Rutledge e 

We ‘talked the. other day with a 
minister, a friend of long standing. 
We know few better men; few who 
are so honestly and whole;heartedly 
doing their best for the spiritual 
and material welfare of those they 
serve, But we still believe that some 
of his thinking is very wrong. He 
said: “If you could only see the 
people I see, poor people, people with 
problems they can’t handle, people 
who are bitter because of injustice, - 
If you could see them you would be 
as quick as I to doubt: our present 
political and economic system, and 
as ready to seek almost any alter- 
native.” 

Casting around for an answer that 
would admit the complete goodness 
of his intent but disagree completely 
with his conclusions, there came to 
mind a visit to a Mental Hospital, In 
somewhat the same attitude of pity- 
ing protest we had said to the Medi- 
cal Superintendent that if we had to 
be there day after day we would soon 
be ‘one of the inmates, “Oh no,”: he 
said. “No, you wouldn’t, If you were 
facing this every day you would 
quickly teach yourself the importance 
of detachment, the complete control 
of your own thoughts and emotions. 
Getting depressed doesn't help, These 
poor people need somebody to think 
for them and help them. That’s our 
job.”
